AVe  con- 1 
tend  that  a  man  who  has  been  honorably 
discharged  from  the  service  of  his  country 
by  reason  of  injuries  received  tlierein, 
provided  his  other  qualifications  are  equal, 
ougbt  and  should  have  the  first  chance  for 
office.  In  declining  to  accept  this  pro- 
position Mr.  Stebbins  has  also  defined  his 
position  upon  the  question,  which  we  are 
willing  to  submit  to  the  good  sense  of  our 
readers  without  further  argument. 

The  idea  of  bestowing  the  profitable 
business  of  the  country  exclusively  upon 
tho  soldiers  is  too  absurd  to  be  enter- 
tained, and  will  not  even  be  claimed  by 
the  soldiers  themselves.  Tho  laws  of 
trade  are  immutable,  and  will  not  be 
affected  any  more  by  the  resolution  of 
congress  alluded  to  than  by  the  more 
urgent  appeals  of  Tkc  lad' pendent,  liusi- 
ness  competition  will  and  of  necessity 
must  exist  so  long  as  people  buy  and  sell, 
and  the  shifting  elements  of  supply  and 
demand  continue  in  force.  If  Mr.  Steb- 
bins sells  Lis  newspaper  to  Mr.  Mars  we 
have  not  the  slightest  objection,  and  shall 
treat  him  as  a  gentleman  as  wo  believe 
him  to  be.  We  have  never  laid  any  ob- 
.stacled  in  Mr.  Mars'  endeavors  to  obtain 
political  preferment,  and  should  have 
sincerely  rejoiced  in  his  success  had  he 
obtained  that  for  which  he  sought. 

Wo  deny  Mr.  Stcbbin's  charge  that 
"this  talk  about  soldiers  occupying  the 
places  of  trust  aud  profit  is  but  base  af^d 
hypocritical  cant  to  forward  John  Pol- 
ler's (or  any  other  man's)  prospects  for 
the  post-oflice."

3  The  recognition  bv  the  executive 
of  tiio  United  States  of  the  several  state 
governments  and  their  officers  and  legis- 
latures, and  taking  the  oath  prescribed  by 
tho  constitution  of  the  United  :>tates,  and 
where  conflicting  state  governments  have 
resulted  from  \nr,  the  legitimacy  ol  all 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  supreme  court 
of  the  UniiRd  States. 

4.  The  re-establishment  of  all  the  feder- 
al courts  in  the  sev<'ral  states,  with  powers 
as  delegated  by  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  congress. 

5.  People  and  inhabitants  of  all  the

0.  Tho  executive  authority  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  not  to  dis- 
turb any  of  the  |)eople  by  reason  of  the 
late  war,  so  long  as  they  live  in  peace  and 
quiet,  abstain  from  acts  and  armed  hos- 
tilities, and  obey  tho  law  in  existence,  in 
any  place  of  tlieir  residence. 

7.  The  general  termg  we  leave  to  a 
general  amnesty,  so  far  as  the  executive 
power  of  tlie  United  States  can  convey, 
or  on  condition  of  disbandment  of  th-?  con- 
federate armies,  and  tho  distribution  of 
arms  and  resumption  of  peaceable  pur- 
suits by  officers  and  men,  as  hitherto  com- 
posing the  said  armi<'8,  not  being  fuUv 
empowered  by  our  respective  principals  to 
fulfill  tlie>e  terms.

The  proceedings  were  not  approved  by 
tho  department   at  Washiu;;ton,  for   the 
following  reasons: 

1.  It  was  an  exercise  of  authority  not 
vested  iti  Oen.  Sherman,  and  its  face 
shows  that  both  he  and  .Johnston  knew 
that  ho  (Gen.  Siierman)  had  no  authority 
to  enter  into  any  such  an-angcine'it. 

2.  It  was  practical  acknowledgment  of 
tho  rebel  government. 

;}.  It  undertook  to  re-establish  the  rebel 
state  governments,  which  had  been  over- 
thrown at  the  sacrifice  of  many  thousund 
loyal  lives  and  treasure,  and  placed  arms 
audmunitionsof  war  in  the  hands  of  rebels 
at  their  respective  capitals,  which  might 
be  used  as  soon  as  the  armies  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  were  disbandid,  and  used  to 
conquer  and  subdue  the  lo^al  states. 

4.  By  the  restoration  of  the  rebel  au- 
thorities in  their  respective  states  they 
would  be  enabled  to  re-establish  slavery. 

5.  It  might  furnish  a  ground  of  re- 
sponsibity  by  the  tl-dcral  government  to 
pay  the  rel)el  debt,  and  certainly  subjects 
loyal  citizens  of  the  rebel  states  to  the 
debt  consumed  by  rebels  in  the  name  of 
the  state. 

0.  It  put  in  dispute  the  existence  of 
loyal  state  governments  and  the  new  state

W  heeler's 
cavalry  remained  in  position  until  Kil- 
patric'^  approached.  One  of  Wheeler's 
men,  who  ."^maiued  lo  get  a  shot  at  one 
of  oilr  men,  was  v^Mn  and  shot  one  milo 
from  Kalfcigh.  Gen.  Klipatnok  was  met 
by  the  mayor  of  tnc  city,  who  desired  to 
surrender  it,  and  askea  protection  ior  tUe 
people  and  property.  Pr-.tection  vas 
grmted,  and  the  occupation  waJ  ™'^'^*-' 
without  I'ppusitiun.  Toe  flag  of  the  iJth 
Ohio  \va8,the  one  hoisted  from  the  State 
House.  Guaisls  were  stationed  to  pre- 
vent pilla^ring.  The  offices  of  'The  Con- 
fderate  aud  The  Cunscroatice  were  de- 
stroyed by  a  mob  of  soldiers,  but  2'//e 
S/undard  aud  2'he  Progress  were  not  dis- 
turbed. 

The  rebels  burned  the  central  railroad 
station  before  leaving,  to  prevent  a  lar;:e 
ijuantity  of  corn  falling  into  our  hands 
In  tho  city  there  were  very  little  injured. 
Nothing  was  known  in  the  army  con- 
rprninn  the  tprins  of  the  armistieo  boiweeu 
Sherman  atid  Johnston,  but  it  wat*  gen- 
erally understood  that  the  war  had  ended. 
Before  leaving  Raleigh  Hardee  remarlied, 
that  if  Lee  had  surrendered,  and  he  had 
no  doubt  of  it,  any  further  slaughter  of 
men  in  battle  was  murder.  He  was  be- 
lieved to  have  expressed  Johnston's 
opinion  on  this  point. 

A  meeting  was  held  a  few  days  since, 
at  the  capital,  by  the  ollicers  t  f  tho  old 
army  of  the  Tennessee,  to  arrange  a  time 
to  organize  a  broth'.rhood,  that  shall  meet 
in  one  year,  at  St.  Louis.

Good  HouHckeepInif. 

So  much  "advice  to  housekeepers" 
is  constantly  going  the  rounds  of  the 
pres.s,  that  wo  feel  a  little  diffident  about  \  the  wheel,  and  they  were  also  saved. 


this 
was  the  first  intimation  officers  of  the 
boats  in  port  received  ot  the  terrible 
disa.ster.

theme,  and  one  of  general  interest,  inas- 1 
much  as  theccmifort,  health,  and  happi-j 
noss  of  every  family  depends  very  much 
on  good  housekeeping,  we  will  venture 
a  word.  These  writers  on  housekeep- 
iug — who,  by  the  way,  are  generally 
men — seem  to  think  that  one  word  cov- 
ers the  whole  ground,  and  that  is — 
work.  To  work  early  and  late,  to  scrub 
and  scour,  and  scrub  and  sweep,  and 
wjish  and  bnke — this,  according  to  their 
theory,  is  good  housekeeping.  There 
never  was  a  greater  mistake.  Some  of 
the  most  notable  workers  we  ever  knew 
were  poor  housekeepers.  They  made  as 
much  work  as  they  did.  To  keep  your 
whole  house — garrets,  closets,  cell.irs — 
everything  neat  and  clean ;  to  see  that 
nothing  is  wasted ;  to  serve  up  well  cook- 
ed food  in  an  attractive  and  orderly 
manner;  lo  have  "a  place  for  everything 
and  everything  in  its  place" — this  is 
good  housekeeping.  This  sounds  for- 
midable enough,  but  one  head,  one  pair 
of  hands,  very  often  meet  all  these  re- 
quirements, and  that,  too,  in  an  easy, 
qiiict  manner  that  seems  lik-'  magic.  It 
requires  skill  and  forethought  to  keep  it 
straight ;  but,  by  giving  everything  its 
proper  time  and  place,  it  is  easily  ac- 
complished. 

If  a  lady  be  mistress  of  a  large  family, 


Upon  being  brought  to  a  realization 
of  the  calamity,  the  officers  of  boats  in 
port,  under  notification  of  Capt.  Senior 
of  the  river  guard,  steamed  up,  and  in  a 
short  time  were  at  the  burning  steamer, 
where  hundreds  of  people  were  picked 
up  and  brought  to  this  landing,  arriv- 
ing about  daylight.  They  were  met  by 
numbers  of  citizens  and  ladies,  who  sup- 
plied them  with  abundance  of  dry 
clothing  from  the  quarterma-ter's  de- 
partment, and  from  various  stores. 

As  near  as  can  be  ascertained  with- 
out other  data  than  observation,  between 
two  and  throe  hundred  reached  the 
bank,  while  about  an  equal  number 
floated  down  the  stream  on  doors  and 
furniture.  A  dense  mass,  estimated  at 
about  5tHJ,  tools  refuge  on  the  bow  of 
the  boat,  while  the  flames  were  driven 
aft  by  the  wind.  A  few  moments  af- 
terwards the  wheel-houses,  loosened  by 
concussions  and  flames,  fell  off  outward 
and  the  boat  turned  stern  up  the  stream, 
reversing  the  flames.  The  largest  part 
of  this  number  then  must  have  perished, 
as  they  had  no  material  at  hand  to 
throw  over  to  sustain  themselves  except 
a  few  bales  of  hay,  which  were  immedi- 
ately seized  on  the  turning  of  the  Woat.

retary  Stanton,  offering  an  additional  re- 
ward for  Booth,  also  rewards  for  Atzorot 
and  Harrold,  were  based  upon  the  con- 
fession of  this  prisoner. 

At  any  rate  the  arrests  on  that  day 
were  numerous,  and  several  residents  of 
Washington  were  among  the  number. 
This  opened  the  way  for  future  import- 
ant developments,  all  of  which  will  in 
due  time  be  made  public. 

The  number  engaged  in  executing  the 
plot  is  much  greater  than  has  been  gcn> 
erall^'  supposed.  Besides  Booth  and 
hi.-*  accomplices  in  and  around  the  thea- 
tre, the  assassinator  of  Sewnrd,  and  At- 
zerot  at  the  Kirkwood,  there  were  a 
number  engaged  in  cutting  the  tele- 
grajjh  wires  leading  from  the  war  de- 
partment, and  still  another  set  endeavor- 
ing to  divert  the  attention  of  the  author- 
ities from  the  fleeting  culprits. 

It  appears  that  at  precisely  ten  minutes 
past  ten,  there  were  twenty-two  wires 
leading  from  the  war  office  in  different 
directions,  and  connecting  with  the  for- 
tifications and  outposts,  cut.  These 
wires  having  been  cut  at  a  considerable 
distance  from  each  other,  together  with 
tho    simultaneousness     of    this    work, 

-show.i  very  plainly  that  n  number  of 
men  were  engaged  in  it;  and  it  is  now 
believed  that  there  were  twenty-two  m(!n 
appointed  to  do  this  work. 

The  time  at  which  this  was  accom- 
plished furnishes  byond  a  doubt  the 
liour  at  which  the  president  wis  assas- 
sinated, which  heretofore  has  been  slat- 
e<l  all  the  way  from  half-past  nine  to 
half  past  ten  o'clock . 

The  persons  engaged  in  the  plot  pre- 
sent a  motley  crew,  from  tlie  wild  and 
eccentric  actor  down  to  a  mere  staire 
earpenter,  including  the  Pennsylvania 
Avenue  dandy,  blockade  runners,  ami 
men  with  their  heads  silvered  over  with 
the  snows  of  many  winters,  and  the  rat- 
lie  headed  youths  hardly  out  of  their 
teens. 

Tho  testimony  alrea<ly  obtained  is  so 
straight  forward  and  convincing,  that 
there  is  no  doubt  but  at  least  twenty- 
one,  if  not  twenty  three,  persons  will 
suffer  the  penalty  of  death.  There  is 
hardly  one  chance  in  a  thousand  that 
they  can  escape — the  evidence  is  so 
damning  against  them. 

It  is  said  that    there    are  some  three 
persons,  confederates,  in  the  conspiracy, 
who    have  been  pardoned    by  the  presi 
dent  and  escaped  death    by    his  tender 
heart  and  humane  feelings. 

There  is  no  truth  in  the  reports  that 
the  would  be  a.ssassin  of  Mr.  Seward 
has  tried  to  beat  his  brains  out  in  pris- 
on. Ho  has  remained  silent  and  mo- 
rose ever  since  he  has  been  in  custody, 
and  has  not  asked  a  single  question 
about  his  arrest  or  why  he  is  confined. 
He  is  said  to  be  a  fine  formed  and  ath- 
letic person,  and  takes  his  confinement 
in  dogged  silence.    .

State  Nevra. 

On  Sunday  last,  the  cord  wood  pile 
at  the  Diamond  Island,  four  miles  above 
the  city,  caught  fire,  from  sparks  from 
the  steamer  Northern  Belle,  and,  des- 
pite the  utmost  exertions  of  the  two 
men  watching  at  the  wood  yard,  over 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  cords  were 
burned.  Thomas  Simmons,  Andrew 
Johnson,  and  Andrew  Swanson  owned 
in  partnership  eleven  hundrad  cords  on 
the  islan<l,  of  which  less  than  four  hun- 
dred cords  were  saved.  The  two  men 
watching  at  the  yard,  Germans,  who^e 
names  we  have  not  obtained,  owned 
about  three  hundred  cords,  of  which  a 
half  was  lost.  The  totd  loss  amounts  to 
about  $3,50. — Red  Wing  Argus. 

Some  idea  may  be  formed  of  tho  ex- 
tent and  importance  of  our  lumber  bu- 
siness, when  it  is  known  that  already 
twenty-one  large  rafts  have  been  towed 
out  of  this  lake  this  spring.  Of  these, 
nineteen  were  \oz  raft**,  and  two  of  lum- 
ber sawed  last  fall.  In  addition,  a  num 
ber  of  log  rafts  are  being  fitted  up  on 
the  opposite  shore,  and  a  very  largo 
lumber  raft — which  will  contain  about 
one  million  feet — is  being  fitted  up  at 
Schulenherg's  Mill,  and  will  go  out  next 
week.

The  National  Debt. 

On  the  31st  of  Mnrch  lai-t  the  official 
Rt"tement  showed  the  puMic  debt  to  be 
two  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  millions.  The  laws  in  operation 
provide  for  six  hundred  millions  more, 
viz:  the  sevcn^thirly  loin  now  being  so 
rapidly  taken.  This  is  believed  to  be 
sufficient,  with  the  ordinniy  receipts  of 
the  government,  to.meetall^expenses  and 
all  accruing  liabilities  up  to  July  Isi, 
1865,  making  the  debt  nt  that  time 
therefore  82,9tjV,000,000 ;  of  thi.s 
.nmount  82,500,000,000  is  interest  bear 
ing  debt,  the  remaining  $469,009,000 
being  legal  tender^  and  fractional  cur- 
rency not  bearing  interest.  Of  the  in- 
terest-bearing debt  in  existence  March 
3 1st  about  fifty  millions  of  five  uer  cent, 
notes  will  undoubte-lly  be  canc'ded  on 
or  before  the  1st  of  July,  1865,  and  it 
is  further  believed  that  enough  surplus 
funds  will  be  derived  from  the  7  30  loan

The  other  djiy  I  1  ad  a  glimpse  of  one 
of  the  cosiest  little  parlors  imaginable.

It  was  the  ar- 
rangement, the  combination,  the  tout 
ensemble^  that  made  the  impression. 

I  have  visited  parlors  lavish  in  wealth, 
in  display,  in  magnificence.  Carpeting 
from  Turkey,  statuary  from  Florence, 
tapestries  from  Persia,  chandi^liers  of 
over- wrought  massiveness,  ottomans  of 
silk — and  all  the  et  ceteras  of  oriental 
indolence    and    deliciousness.

me  they  wnro  far  less  nttrAotivo  than  the 
little  parlor  in  question.  They  were 
oppressively  grand,  inharmoniously 
blendeil,  stifling  in  their  atmosphete.

The  room  was  small,  prepared  with 
light  paper  of  a  small  figure,  and  with  a 
delicate  sprinkling  of  gold.

cabbage  can  have  to  the  plant,  and  the 
profitable  occupation  of  the  patch  is 
perpetuated. 

In  planting  cucumbers  sprinkle  in  a 
few  radish  seeds  of  the  finer  sorts.  The 
result  will  be  famous  radishes,  and  im- 
proved cucumbers.  After  the  last  weed- 
ing of  onions,  and  the  breaking  down  of 
the  tops  sow  among  them  lettuce  seed. 
A  finer  flavored  onion  and  more  crisp, 
tenderer  lettuce  will  be  the  reward. 

With  beets,  put  it  here  and  there, 
pepper  seeda.  Both  vegetables  will  be 
improved  in  size  and  quality.  Peas 
and  parsley,  though  antagonistic  in  their 
habits,  are  both  gainers  by  near  associa- 
tions. 

When  the  tobacco  field  is  "laid  by," 
sow  over  it  rutabaga  or  round  turnip 
seed.  The  tobacco  loses  nothing;  the 
turnip  is  the  gainer  in  several  respects, 
and  two  crops  on  the  same  ground,  with 
only  the  labor  required  for  one  has  been 
achieved.

Intrusiveness    i.s    the    peculiar 
characteristic  of  flies,  from  the  flies  that 
buzz  about  the  sick  man's  chamber,    to 
the  flies  that   commit  suicides  by  hun- 
dreds in  cream-jugs,    honey-pots,   and 
treacle-tubs.      Who  was  it  that  made  a 
brazen  fly  which,  when  wound  up,  went 
bouncing  about  the  room  like  any  other 
free  and  easy  fly?  There  was  no  need  to 
make   flies  more  brazen  than    they  ar  e 
They  impudently  intrude  themselves  at 
the  feasts  of  the    gentry  and    nobility; 
even  of  the  very  pope  himself,   who   is 
always  supposed  to  dine  alone. 

Flies,  unfortunately,  cannot  be  per- 
suaded to  leave  either  ourselves  or  our 
domestic  animals  at  peace.

Tho  Sfjittorlca  of  Iron. 

There  ia  no  miracle  recorded  in  the 
exxohLi  of  any  religion  more  myaturious, 
inoro  incomprehensible,  more  inconoeiv- 
abl'J,  than  some  wt-ll  known  profierties 
<'f  the  simple  meial  iron.  Consider,  for 
instance,  its  cbango  from  its  onlinnrj' 
condition  if  immersed  in  nitric  acid;  it 
is  powerfully  acted  upon,  entering  into 
A  cominunication  with  the  acid,  and 
losing  its  metalic  form,  lint  if  »  piece 
of  platinum  wire  has  one  end  inserted 
in  the  acid,  anii  tho  iron  is  then  im- 
mersed in  contact  with  tho  wire,  it  is  so 
changed  that  the  acid  has  no  power  uj)- 
OD  it,  and  this  condition  continues  alter 
the  platinum  wire  is  withdrawn.  The 
contact  of  a  sinjjle  point  with  the  pin- 
tiuum  sends  a  transformation  throii<;h 
nil  its  particles,  which  rfnders  them  ii)- 
vuIneral>lo  to  the  attacks  of  ttje  most 
powerful  acid. 

Kvcn  more  wonderful  is  its  change 
under  the  influence  of  a  current  of  elec- 
tricity. When  a  bar  of  pure  f.ott  iron  is 
welded  with  an  insulated  wire  and  a 
current  of  electricity  is  sent  through  the 
wire,  the  bar  is  instuntly  converted  into 
n  magnet.  It  xa  endowed  with  an  un- 
seen lorce  wliich  s^tretcJies  out  from  its 
cnda.  and  seizing  any  other  piece  of  iron 
within  its  renoh  draws  them  to  itself  and 
holds  them  in  an  invisible  grasp.  The 
object  of  isolating  the  wire  is  to  prevent 
the  electricity  from  leaving  it,  and  yet 
exerted  which  changes  so  strangely  the 
nature  of  the  iron,  enabling  it  to  act  on 
substances  with  which  it  is  not  in  con- 
tact. As  soon  as  the  circling  current 
ceases,  the  iron  becomes  like  Sampson 
shorn  of  its  locks — its  miraculous  pow- 
er lins  departed. 

No  less  mysterious  than  either  of  these 
]!*  th«  more  familiar  phenomenon  of  the 
fall  of  the  piece  of  iron  to  the  ground, 
under  the  simple  action  of  gravitation. 
What  is  that  invisib!-^  force  which  reach- 
es out  in  all  directions  from  the  earth, 
nnd  clutches  all  matter  in  its  grasp? 
The  fibres  of  thi^  power  are  impercopt^ 
ibie  to  any  of  our  senses.  If  we  pnss  our 
hands  under  a  sHr^pended  rock,  we  can 
feel  nothing  reaching  from  it  to  the 
earth,  yet  there  is  something  stretching 
up  from  the  earth,  taking  hold  of  tho 
rock,  .'ind  drawing  it  down  with  the 
Btrengtfa  of  a  hundred  cables.  We  walk 
enveloped  in  mysteries,  and  our  daily 
life  is  a  miracle.  —  Scientific  American. 

The  explorations  of  Dr.  Adams 
among  the  cavo  deposits  and  alluvial 
Boils  of  the  ^faIteso  islands  have  been 
lately  crown,  d  with  such  tsignal  euccosa 
that  we  think  ihe  public  would  be  glad 
to  be  made  acqu-  inted  with  the  leading 
facts.  Captain  Spratt,  tlie  indefatigable 
hydrograplier  of  tho  Mediterranean, 
was  the  first  to  bring  to  light  the  re- 
mains of  the  remarkHble  fossil  elephant 
of  Miha  {elephita  milltenvs)  by  his  ex- 
plorations in  the  Zeb()Ug  cave  in  1869. 
Since  that  time  Dr.  Adams  has  been 
unremitting  in  his  exertions  to  discover 
more  traces  of  this  extinct  species,  and 
lias  been  fortunate  enough  to  find 
them  in  many  new  localities  in  Malta. 
Jle  has  just  met  with  its  teeth  in  great 
quantities  in  a  cavern  near  Crendi.  In 
another  gap,  evidently  at  one  time  the 
bed  of  a  torrent,  he  has  found  the  teeth 
nnd  bones  of  thiity  more  individuals.

He  has  now  brought  together  n  complete 
skeleton  of  this  wonderful  little  repre- 
sentative of  an  order  of  qua<lrupeds,  to 
which  we  had,  until  tho  fossil  Maltese 
elephant  appoareil,  apfiliud  the  word 
gigantic.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  how- 
ever, that  it  scarcely  exceeded  a  small 
pony  in  height.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
J>r.  Adams  will  give  a  detailed  account 
of  his  hiirhly  interesting  discoveries  to 
the  scientific  world.

TUe  Prlee'of  Printing  Paper. 

Gold  has  fallen  from  29U  to  131,  but 
it  is  amu.sing  how  slow  prices  of  com- 
modities, which  went  up  so  quickly 
with  coin,  arc  to  come  down.  Printing 
paper  ia  one  of  the  articles  that  falls 
slowlv.  It  is  five  cents  per  lb.  higher 
now  than  it  was  this  time  last  year,  and 
more  than  twice  as  high  as  in  I860 
Good  paper  is  now  selling  in  this  mar- 
ket at  2U  to  21c — the  same  quality  that 
we  brought  a  year  ag<i  at  14  to  15c,  and 
in  1861  at  9^^  to  9^c.  Manufacturers 
say  that  rags  are  scarce  and  dear,  and 
hence  prices  of  paper  keep  up.  It  is 
true  that  rags  are  high  and  scarce,  and 
labor  is  also  high,  but  chemicals  have 
declined  largely,  and  this  should  affect 
the  price  of  paper  more  than  it  has.  It 
is  our  impression  that,  notwithstanding 
the  efforts  to  keep  up  tho  price  of  print- 
ing paper,  it  must  soon  fall  with  g'>ld, 
when  newspaper  publishers  will  bo  able 
to  lower  the  price  of  subscription.  The 
South  must  soon  be  open  to  trade,  and 
that  country  is  full  of  rags.  In  all 
probability  the  good  old  times  of  cheap 
rags,  cheap  paper,  and  chca))  newspa- 
pers, arc  not  iar  distant.  —  Cincinnati 
Gazette. 


The  proposed  bridge  which  is  to  carrv

The  proposed  consolidation  of  the 
Minnesota  Central  and  tho  Winona  and 
StPeler  road  has  been  definitely  consum- 
mated. One  ol  the  conditions  of  this 
arratigement  is,  that  the  road  shall  be 
completed  this  year  from  Rochester  to 
Faribault.  The  contract  for  grading 
the  same  has  been  awarded  to  Messrs. 
DeGraff  k  Co.  Their  well  known  ener- 
ergy  will  satisfy  everybody  that  the  job 
will  1)0  r-urely  completed .  The  portion 
of  country  through  which  this  point  of 
road  runs  is  mostly  prairie,  and  conse- 
quently easily  graded.  One  very  heavy 
out  ten  or  fifteen  miles  from  Rochester 
has  to  be  overcome. 

Thus  the  present  aspect  of  affiirs 
Would  indicate  that  the  road  will  not  be 
finished,  but  the  cars  may  run  from 
Faribault  to  Winona.

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The  prize  fight  for  $2,000  a  side, 
which  took  place  Tuesday  morning  at 
Port  Jervis,  N.  J.,  between  the  two 
pugilij>ts,  Dunn,  of  Brooklyn,  nnd  Davis, 
of  California,  resulted  in  the  victory  of 
Dunn.  The  fight  lasied  one  hour  and 
five  minutes,  during  which  forty  three 
rouutis  were  fought.  Davis,  the  loser, 
was  severely  punished  by  his  antagonist. 

The  present  wife  of  the  arch-traitor, 
who  has  been  captured  with  him,  is  his 
second  wife,  the  daughter  of  Gen. 
Taylor  having  died  many  years  since 
Mrs.  Davis'  maiden  name  was  Verina 
Howell.  She  is  said  to  be  a  grand- 
daughter of  Gen.  Howell,  of  New  Jer- 
sey. She  is  still  a  young  woman,  with 
a  family,  we  believe,  of  four  cliildren. 

The  commissioner  of  internal  revenue 
has  decided  that  a  farmer  who  manu- 
factures butter  and  cheese  from  the 
milk  produced  from  his  own  farm  is  not 
subject  to  license  tax,  though  he  manu- 
factures more  than  $1,000  worth  per 
year.  Such  products  nre  legitimately 
derived  from  his  business  as  a  farmer, 
and  are  ordinary  farm  products. 

It  is  understood  that  President  John- 
son's forthcoming  proclamation  will  be

Hanging  in  effigy  was  not  always  the 
burlesque  aflair  which  it  is  at  present. 
In  FrancG,  whenever  a  criminal  had  es- 
caped from  custody,  or  could  not  be 
captured,  his  cffury  was  hung  iDStead. 
The  likeness  of  ffie  oritniual  was  ti'.ken 
into  the  presence  of  the  court,  was  there 
solemnly  tried  and  judged,  and,  if  found 
guilty,  was  carried  to  prison,  and  at  an 
appointed  time  removed  to  a  gallows  and 
hung.  Thus,  in  the  reign  of  Louis  the 
Fat,''in  the  twelfth  ceutury,  Thomas  do 
Mario  w.ts  hanged  in  effigy  for  high 
treason;  nnd  as  late  as  the  days  of  Louis 
the  Fourteenth,  in  1C62,  Alexander  dc 
Noirmouticrs  was  punished  in  the  same 
manner  for  the  part  which  he  took  in  a 
famous  duel.  This  legal  custom  was 
finally  aMished  by  the  lawmakers  of 
the  first  French   republic. 


Some  citizens  of  Troy,  on  Saturday, 
forwarded  to  Gen.  Grant  a  present  that 
will  "take  his  fancy."

The  New  Fifty  C«iit  <;urrency. 

The  following,  if  not  elegant,  has  the 
merit  of  being  a  strong  description: 

"Our  neighbor  says  the  new  fifty  cent 
shinplaslers  look  so  much  like  a  quack 
medicine  label,  that  he  involuntarily 
turns  it  over  to  .see  if  it  cures  corns, 
bunions,  and  whooj»ing-cough.

A  special  Panama  c>>rrt^spondent 
makes  the  important  announcement  that 
the  government  of  Columt»ia  has  not 
only  iioiifiod  the  new  stipulations  with 
the  Panama  Railroad,  guaranteeing  that 
corporation  the  perpetual  propri«^tor^ 
ship  of  its  road,  but  has  concluded  a 
treaty  with  the  agents  of  our  g>>verii- 
roent,  which  grants  to  the  United  States 
in  portuity  the  exclusive  privilege  of 
transporting  military  and  naval  stoics 
over  the  line.  As  an  equivalent  for  the 
important  concession  our  government  is 
to  guarantee  the  sovereignty  id'  Colum- 
bia over  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  and  the 
security  of  the  transit  route  against  all 
Other  foteign  powers. 

A  Washington  correspondent  of  The 
New  York  Times  says:  "A  specula- 
tor who  went  to  Richmond  some  two 
vre^-ks  ngo  to  make  investments  in  real 
estate,  if  he  could  do  so  with  n  prospect 
of  pri>fit,  has  rf  turned  here.  He  ni-sdo 
no  purchases  for  the  reason  that  build- 
ings and  lots  have  alr.*ady  been  put  up 
to  a  high  figure,  the  prices  in  many  in- 
stances being  thn'O  times  that  charged 
before  the  war,  JjOts  in  the  burnt  dis»« 
tvici  cannot  be  had  except  at  pries  as 
great  as  tliOiC  charged  n  year  ago  for 
the  same  lots  with  the  buildings  on 
them.'' 


The  Boston  board  of  trade  has  invited 
delegations  from  the  boards  of  tra<le  ot 
St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Detroit, 
and  Milwaukee,  to  visit  that  city  during 
the  month  of  June.  About  one  bun- 
dled visitors  are  expected — merchants, 
lailroal  officers,  and  others  interested  in 
{iromoting  intercourse  between  the  east 
»nd  west.  The  visit  will  extend  over 
three  days,  and  will  include  a  trip  to 
Lawrence,  a  sail  in  the  harbor,  and  a 
public  dinner. 

A  Warsaw  letter  states  that  the  gov- 
ernment has  ordered  the  forest  to  be 
cut  down  whioh  extends  along  the  whole 
length  of  the  frontier  from  P»)lagen  to 
Tamroggen,  in  order  to  destroy  the  re- 
treat of  smiigglors,  who  seek  refuge  in 
the  wood  when  pursued  by  the  frontier 
guard.  The  trade  in  timber  wiihPrus 
iia  is,  in  consequence,  most  active,  the 
cheapness  of  tht» article  h.ving  attracted 
a  large  nuuiber  of  dealers. 

A  Petersburg  letter  to  7'hf  Trihunr. 
says:  "A  considerable  amount  of  travel 
is  now  beginning  to  tnke  place  on  the 
railroads  in  this  vicinity,  and  on  ihc 
James  River,  in  the  way  of  northern 
people    coming   South,    and    southern 

f>oople  going  North.  They  mingle  as 
larmoniously  together,  or  more  so,  than 
the  people  of  the  two  sections  did  bofore 
the  war."

Yes.  There,  on  the  bed  within  this 
room,  ray  boy  is  sleeping.  Here  on  ray 
finger  is  my  wedding  ring,  and  I  kiss  it, 
and  it  is  as  cold  to  my  lips  as  his  fore- 
head was.  Here  are  my  widow's  mourn- 
ing garmentfl.  I  am  twenty-two.  I 
was  eighteen  when  Frank  drew  me  to 
hi,-  heart,  here  in  this  very  room.  He 
called  me  his  darling,  his  brown  eyed 
bride.  Oh,  how  I  loved  him  !  You 
1  idies  who  live  in  cities,  and  whose  lives 
are  crowded  with  events — who  have 
loved  and  unloved  one  man  after  anoth- 
er— whose  hearts  were  older  at  eighteen 
than  mine  in  this  day,  even  after  all  its 
de3p  joy  and  sorrow — you  cannot  know 
how  1  loved  my  husband. 

He  was  the  only  man  I  ever  loved, 
remember — the  only  one.  My  father 
was  so  stern  with  me  that  him  I  never 
dared  to  love.  My  mother  died  whan 
I  was  little,  and  my  father  kept  me  al- 
ways under  his  eye,  permitting  me  no 
such  pleasure  as  those  that  country  girls 
generally  have,  and  books  were  my  best 
Companions.  There  were  balls  at  the 
tavern  at  the  cross-roads  in  winter,  but 
1  never  wont  to  them.  There  were 
picnic  parties  in  the  woods  in  summer, 
and  husking-bees  in  autumn,  and  other 
merry-makings  of  which  I  sometimes 
heard,  but  wliich  I  never  saw.  Almost 
my  only  knowledge  of  life  outside  my 
own  home  was  gathered  from  the  glimp- 
ses I  got  of  the  neighbor-people  on 
Sundays  at  the  little  churcli  where  all 
the  farmers  on  Moreton  Heights  met  to 
w^orship,  and  still  do.  It  was  lh«re  I 
first  Saw  Fr.mk — when  1  was  n  little 
curly-headed  girl,  and  he  was  a  blue- 
eye<l  boy  five  years  my  senior.  There 
I  saw  all  I  ever  saw  of  him,  till  I  was 
sixteen,  and  he  was  homo  for  the  col- 
lege vacation.  I  met  him  then,  one 
afternoon  as  I  wns  coming  home  from  a 
neighbor's  house;  and  ho  walked  along 
by  my  side.  1  loved  him  that  hour 
with  my  whole  soul  ;  and  daring  two 
years  following  I  lojirned  to  find  my 
sweetest  happiness  in  his  smile,  the 
thrilling  touch  of  his  hand,  the  soft 
words  of  love  bespoke  tome;  and  at 
last  to  sink  in  the  tremor  of  unutterable 
happiness  upon  his  breast  when  he 
asked  me  to  be  his  wife. 

Can  you  wonder,  then,  that  the  wed- 
ding-night on  which  ho  made  me  his 
was  dazzling  in  its  brilliancy  to  my 
eyes  ?  I  was  almost  intoxicated  witli 
the  novelty  and  the  joy  of  that  scene.

Prealdemt  Uneoln  an  Investor. 

Occupying  an' ordinary  and  common- 
place position  in  one  of  the  show-casea 
in  the  large  hall  of  the  patent  oflSee,  i« 
one  little  model  which  in  ages  to  come 
will  be  prized  as  at  once  one  of  the 
most  curious,  and  one  of  the  most 
sacred  relics,  in  that  vast  mu<euni  of 
unique  and  priceless  things.  This  i»  a 
plain  and  simple  model  of  a  steamboat 
roughly  fashioned  in  wood  by  the  hand 
of  Abraham  Lincoln.  It  bears  date  in 
ISiS-,  when  the  inventor  was  known 
simply  as  a  successful  lawyer  and  rising 
politician  of  Central  Illinois.  Neither 
his  practice  nor  his  politics  took  up  so 
much  of  his  time  at  to  prevent  him 
from  giving  much  attention  to  contri- 
vances  which  he  hoped  might  be  of 
t»enefit  to  the  world  and  of  profit  to 
himself. 

The  design  of  this  invention  is  sug- 
gestive of  one  phase  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln's early  life,  when  he  went  up  and 
down  tho  Mississippi  as  a  flat- boat  man, 
and  became  familiar  with  some  of  the 
dangers  and  inconveniences  attending 
the  navigation  of  the  western  rivers. 
It  is  an  attempt  to  make  it  an  easy  mat- 
ter lo  transport  vessels  over  shoals  and 
snags  and  sawyers.  The  main  idea  is 
that  of  an  apparatus  resembling  a  nose- 
less bellows,  placed  on  each  side  of  the 
hull  of  the  craft  just  below  the  wat«r 
line,  and  worked  by  an  old  but  com- 
plicated system  of  ropes,  valves,  and 
pulleys.  When  the  keel  of  the  vessel 
grates  against  the  sand  or  obstruction, 
these  bellows  are  to  be  filled  with  air — 
and  thus  buoyed  up,  the  ship  is  expected 
to  float  lightly  and  gaily  over  the  shoal 
which  would  otherwise  have  proved  a 
serious  interruption  to  her  voyage.  The 
model,  which  is  about  eighteen  or 
twenty  inches  long,  and  has  the  air  of 
having  been  whittled  with  a  knife  out 
of  a  shingle  and  a  cigar  box,  is  built 
without  any  elaboration  or  ornament,  or 
any  extra  apparatus  beyond  that  neces- 
sary to  show  the  operation  of  buoying 
ttie  steamer  over  the  obstructions. 
Herein  it  differs  from  very  many  of  the 
models  which  share  with  it  the  shelter 
of  the  immense  halls  of  the  patent  office, 
and  which  are  fashioned  with  wonderful 
nicety  and  exquisite  finish,  as  if  much  of 
the  labor  and  thought  and  affection  of 
a  lifetime  had  been  devoted  to  their 
construction.  This  is  a  model  of  a  dif- 
ferent kind;  carved,  as  one  might 
imagine  a  retired  railsplitter  would 
whittle,  strongly,  but  not  smoothly,  and 
evidently  made  with  a  view  solely  to 
convey,  by  the  simplest  possible  means, 
to  the  minds  of  the  patent  authorities 
an  idea  of  the  purpose  and  plan  of  the 
simple  invention.  The  label  on  the 
steamer's  deck  informs  us  that  the 
patent  was  obtained — but  we  do  not 
learn  that  the  navigation  of  the  western 
rivers  was  revolutionized  by  this  quaint 
conception.  The  modest  little  model 
has  reposed  here  sixteen  years,  and 
since  it  found  its  resting  place  on 
the  (fhelf,  the  shrewd  inventor  has  found 
it  his  task  to  guide  the  ship  of  state 
over  shoals  more  perilous  and  obstruc- 
tions more  obstinate  than  any  nrophet 
dreamed  of  when  Abraham  Lincoln 
wrote  his  bold  autograph  oii  the  prow 
of  this  miniature  steamer. 

In  the  adjoining  hall  of  the  patent 
office  rest  the  camp  chest,  the  uniform, 
the  staff  of  Washington,  the  printing 
press  of  Franklin,  the  mantle  of  Jack- 
son. There  hangs  tho  Declaration  of 
Independence  To  this  final  and  fitting 
resting  place,  and  out  of  its  present  sur 
roundings  of  impracticable  dish-washing 
machines,  amazing  arrangements  for 
stopping  runaway  horses,  and  original 
ideas  for  the  improvement  of  children's 
rattles,  we  may  trust  this  specimen  of 
tlie  handwork  and  ingenuity  of  the  man 
who  saved  his  country  and  gave  up  his 
life  in  the  fruition  of  the  task  may 
presently  be  removed. —  Cor.  Boston 
Advertiser. 


AGRICULTUKAL. 


Cnevi 

A  correspondent  of  the  Rvral  Ne^t 
Yorker,  "A.  J.  W,**  gives  the  following 
directions  for  raising  cueum||TB: 

"Take  a  tight  barrel  with  one  bead, 
and  make  some  eight  or  ten  holes,  at 
the  hnlge  of  the  barrel,  with  a  small  bit 
— ^av  f  of  an  inch — and  sink  ibe  bar- 
rel in  the  ground  level  with  the  surfao* 
of  the  ground.  Then  fill  the  barrel 
with  stones  up  as  high  as  the  boles,  ud 
pHt  on  about  4  inches  of  straw;  tLet 
fill  up  the  balance  with  goo<|,  rich  loaO, 
and  fill  the  barrel  .op  with  water  and 
plant  plenty  of  seed  so- that  you  can 
thin  them  out  to  six  or  eight  stalks. 
In  case  of  drout  put  a  pail  of  water  in 
the  barrel  a<  out  once  a  week.  I  raised  off 
three  barrels,  planted  this  way,  over 
four  barrels  of  pickles ;  and  if  they  are 
well  watered,  through  bearing  season, 
they  will  bear  well  until  the  frost  kills 
tho  vines. 

♦'One  needs  a  scaffold  to  let  the  vines 
run  on .  Say  take  four  poles,  ten  feet 
long,  and  set  them  about  four  feet  apart 
with  one  end  on  the  ground,  and  raise 
the  other  some  five  feet  high  with  pieces 
of  lath  or  brush  laid  across,  and  I  will 
insure  that  you  will  have  no  crooked 
cucumbers/^ 

The  department  of  agriculture  is  just 
in  the  receipt  from  Japan  of  a  sample 
of  sugar  cane,  somewhat  resembling  sor- 
ghum, for  propagation  and  te-ting  in 
this  climate.  It  is  cut  in  .sections  of 
three  joints,  one  of  which  ib  planted  in 
a  hill,  thus  growing  from  lopers  instead 
of  seed.  It  was  forwarded  by  Thomas 
Hogg,  esq  ,  an  officer  of  this  govern"* 
ment,  at  Yokohama,  who  deems  it  wor- 
thy of  trial  iu  this  climate.  He  says  it 
is  extensively  grown  there,  especially 
on  the  island  ot  Kinsiu,  and  thinks  it 
will  succeed  here  wherever  Indian  corn 
comes  to  maturity.  It  is  thought  that 
the  peculiarity  of  its  propagation,  should 
it  prove  otherwise  successful,  would 
give  it  an  important  advantage  over 
sorghum,  preventing  hybridizing  with 
millets,  and  consequent  deterioration. 
A  large  portion  of  it  was  destroyed  in 
the  long  voyage,  but  enough  is  sound, 
and  already  sprouting,  to  enable  the  de- 
partment, a  year  or  two  hence,  to  make 
a  distribution  of  it. 

IdanurtUK  Frutt  Tree*. 

Many  fruit  trees  are  somewhat  exotic 
in  particular  parts  ot  our  country,  and 
therefore  should  as  such  be  treated — 
at  least  in  uegree.  Fermentable  manures 
are  not  proper  for  fruit  trees.  Those  of 
tho  stable  and  barn-yard  should  never 
come  in  contact  with  the  trees  of  a  fruit 
garden.  They  are  less  dangerous  in  open 
apple  orchards;  but  even  there  should 
not  be  used  around  young  trees,  as  they 
cause  rapid,  soft,  and  irregular  formed 
trees.  The  inorganic  manures  may  be 
used  with  much  greater  safety  and  with 
better  results.  Moderate  doses  of  lime, 
more  generous  ones  of  wood  ashes,  are 
always  profitable.  Phosphates  of  all 
kinds  are  useful,  if  free  from  putrescent 
matter.  Even  Peruvian  guano,  if  ap- 
plied at  all,  should  be  slightly  dug  in 
late  in  the  fall,  so  as  to  become  thor- 
oughly divided  by  winter  rains,  and  be- 
fore reaching  the  spongioles  which  are 
newly  formed  in  early  spring  growth. 
Should  Peruvian  guano  be  applied  in 
the  spring,  the  tree  is  likely  to  suffer 
materially  from  its  reaching  the  root* 
before  it  is  modified  by  perfect  divisions 
in  the  soil.

She  was  a  tall,  graceful  creature,  with 
tho  step  and  bearing  of  a  queen ;  and 
lier  features,  strikingly  handsome,  were 
stamped  with  an  expression  of  native 
dignity  that  might  well  have  become  a 
Cleopatra.

looms, perhaps,  handed  down  from 
mother  to  daughter  since  the  days  of 
Cheops.  Her  glossy  black  hair,  braid- 
ed with  classical  taste,  was  also  decked 
with  a  profusion  of  gold  ornaments;  and 
her  flowing  robe,  of  a  rich  brown  color, 
was  edged  down  the  front  and  round  the 
ivottom  with  a  broad  crimson  border 
covered  with  strange  hieroglyphic  fig- 
ures, embroidered  in  black.  A  hand- 
some girdle,  also  covered  with  hiero- 
glyphics, encircled  her  waist,  and  her 
feet  were  shod  with  sandals,  richly  or- 
namented with  silver  studs.  As  she 
sailed  past  at  the  head  of  her  tribe,  and 
returned  our  sulutations  with  a  graceful 
inclination  of  the  body,  1  thought  I  had 
never  beheld  a  more  noble  looking 
creature. — Indiana  Journal. 


Soap  Suda. 

A  writer  in  The  Germanfo'cn  Tel- 
egraph says:  The  value  of  this  article 
as  a  stimulant  of  vegetable  life  cannot 
be  to  highly  appreciated.  It  contains 
the  aliment  of  plants  in  a  state  of  ready 
solution,  and,  when  applied,  acts  not 
only  with  immediate  and  obvious  effect, 
but  with  a  sustaining  energy  which 
pertains  to  few  even  of  the  mo&t  con- 
centrated manures.  When  it  is  not 
convenient  to  apply  it  in  irrigation, — 
the  most  economical  method,  perhaps, 
of  using  it, — it  should  be  al>8orbed  by 
some  material  which  may  be  used  as  an 
ingredient  in  the  compost  heap.  Dry 
soil,  muck,  and  other  similar  articles, 
should  be  deposited  where  the  suds  from 
the  sink  and  launory  may  find  its  way 
to  them,  and  be  absorbed,  for  the  benefit 
of  crops.  In  this  way  several  loads  of 
manure,  suitable  for  the  support  and 
sustenance  of  aqy  crop,  may  be  made  at 
comparatively  small  ex|)ense.  The 
highly  putrescent  character  of  this  fer- 
mentable liquid  qualifibs  it  admirably  for 
irrigation  of  compost  heaps,  of  what- 
ever material  composed.  Being  a  po- 
tent fertilizer,  it  must,  of  necessity,  im- 
part additional  richness  to  almost  any 
material  to  which  it  may  be  added.  Try 
it  and  mark  the  results. 

Peter  Henderson  of  Jersey  City,  n 
noted  propagator,  gives  a  simple  mode 
of  raising  plants  from  cuttings,  such  as 
roses,  verbenas, carnations,  etc.,  adapted 
to  experienced  cultivators,  although  not 
the  mode  used  on  a  extended  scale.  A 
common  flower-pot  saucer,  or  evsn  a 
common  kitchen  saucer  uv  other  dish,  is 
filled  with  sand,  and  the  cuttings  thickly 
inserted  in  it.  It  is  then  watered  until 
it  be  comes  about  as  liquid  as  mud. 
The  cuttings  should  of  course  be  of  green 
or  uoripened  wood,  three  or  four  inches 
long,  placed  in  a  strong  light  in  a  room 
or  green- bouse,  kept  in  a  temperature 
of  50  to  80  degrees,  but  the  best  at  70 
to  75  degrees,  allowed  to  remain  from 
ten  to  twenty  days  till  rooted,  and  the 
sand  kept  constantly  in  this  semi-fluid 
state,  for  if  they  become  partly  dry  they 
are  entirely  ruined. 

I  wonld  say  to  all  persons  intending 
to  build  a  new  bog  pen  not  to  build  a 
granery  over  or  adjoining  it,  as  I  have 
known  two  cases  where  grain  stored  in 
such  places  has  become  so  impregnated 
by  the  effluvium  of  the  hogs  aa  to  be 
unfit  for  human  food,  and  I  doubt  the 
propriety  of  n>aking8  hogs  eat  grain  so 
saturated  with  the  steam  arising  from 
their  wet  and  warm  apartraenta,  and  I 
doubt  if  pork  thus  fattened  can  be  fit  to 
many  places  they  give  soup,  a  piece  of  eat,  in  such  damp  and  dark  rooms,  whers 
mutton,  or  beef  a  la  mode,  bread,  and !  the  sun  and  winds  have  no  purifying 
half  a  bottle  of  wine  for  sixty  eentitnes,  j  influence.     A  biot  may  be  suficient.—

The  following  items  should  be  pre- 
served, as  showing  to  whom  pensions 
may  bo  granted.  Those  entitled  to 
pensions  are: 

1.  Invalids  disabled  since  March  4th, 
1861,  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of 
the  United  States,  while  in  the  line  of 
duty. 

2.  Widows  of  officers,  soKlierf,  and 
seamen  who  have  died  of  wounds  re- 
ceived, or  discojio  contracted  iu  the  ser- 
vice as  above. 

3.  Children  under  sixteen  years  of 
flg<»,  of  either  of  the  aforesaid  deceafied 
parent?,  if  there  is  no  widow  surviving, 
or  from  the  time  of  the  widow's  re»mar- 
ria;;c. 

4.  Mothers  of  oflScers,  soldiers,  or  sea- 
men, deceased  as  aforementioned,  and 
who  were  dependent  on  the  son  for  sup- 
port, in  whole  or  in  part. 

5.  Sisters  under  sixteen  years  ol  age, 
dependent  on  said  deceased  brotber, 
wholly  or  in  part  for  support,  provided 
there  are  none  of  the  Ust  three  oases 
nbove  mentioned. 

Invalids  and  friends  of  deceased  sol- 
diers are  reminded  that  in  order  to  have 
said  pensiona  commence  when  the  ser- 
vice terminated,  the  applieation  thereof 
must  bu  made  within  a  year  of  the  dis 
charge  of  tbe  invalid,  or  decease  of  the 
officer,  soldier,  seamen,  or  as  tbe  case 
may  bo. 

Hutes  of  pensions — lieutenants  colo- 
nel and  officers  of  high  rank,  $30  per 
mouth;  major  $25  per  mouth  ;  captain 
$20  per  month;  first  lieutenant  $17; 
second  lieutenant,  $16  per  month:  all 
enlisted  men,  $8  per  month.  Only 
one  full  pension  will  be  allowed  to  the 
relative  of  a  deceased  soldier,  and  in  the 
order  of  precedeuce,  as  above  given. 


There  are  now

The  best  Faber    pencils  ars 
not  equal  to  the    raw    plumbago  taken 
from  this  mine.     The  vein  is  six  fent  in 
width.     We  saw  a  slab  yesterday,  sawn 
fpim  a  block  of  the   ore — tried  i:  upon 
different   qualities  of  paper,    and  must 
say  that  it  is  of  a  far  smoother  and  bet- 
ter qualilv  as   duor  from  the  mine  than 
the  best  Knglish  pencils.      Finer  mate- 
rial for  pencils  certainly  cannot  be  found 
in  the  world.     The  black  lead,  plumba- 
go, graphite,    or  whatever  you    may  U« 
pleased  to  call  it — all    t  ese  names  be- 
ing proper — is  as  fine  and  solid  ns  so 
much  pine  plank, and  m  ly  bo  sawed  into 
pencils  of  anv  size  or  shape.     The  l)est 
mines  for  olumbago  are  found  in  Eng- 
land, anil  very  high   pr  ces  were  former- 
ly paid    for    the   crude    mineral.      We 
might  say  much  more  of  the  various  lo- 
calities in  which  it  is   found,  and  of  the 
proci'sses  by  which  the   mineral  is  man 
ufactured  into  pencils,  but  we  presume 
it  would  bo  nothing  new  to  the  majori- 
ty of  our  readers.

To-morr«w  I  will  com- 
mence teaching  him  to  read  and  write." 

A  novel  mi-thod  of  amuggling  was  ac- 
cidentally discovered  in  Port  Colborne, 
C.  W.,  a  few  days  since.  Eleven  bar- 
rels, purporting  to  contain  Ohio  flour, 
were  shipped  from  St  Catherines,  to 
Port  Colburne.  The  agent  at  tbe  lat- 
ter place  could  not  find  the  consig- 
nee, and  the  flour  lay  in  the  warehouse. 
One  of  the  barrels  was  accidentally 
opened,  when  it  was  found  to  contain 
bottles  of  gin  packed  in  bran.  An  ex- 
amination proved  the  other  to  be  simi- 
larly filled  The  design  was  to  have 
the  barrels  shipped  to  Buffalo  as  Ohio 
flour  sent  to  Canada  in  mistake,  and 
thus  escape  the  heavy  duties  on  impor- 
ted liquors.

a  It^etle  higher  than  that  for  Mr.  Doug^ 
las.'  " 


James  C.  Johnson,  one  of  the  wealth- 
io&t  men  in  the  South  died  on  the  12ih 
inst  at  his  home  near  Kdenton,  in 
North  Carolina.  He  disinherited  all 
his  relatives  because  they  Iffl  him  and 
identified  themselves  with  the  rebel 
cnuiie.  His  property,  i.mounting  to 
many  millions  of  dollars,  he  left  to  a 
ftfw  pergonal  friends.  Hi.s  immense 
possessions,  on  the  Roitnoke  River,  eomo 
prises  the  richest  lands  in  the  country. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion,  he  t<>ld 
his  slaves,  numbering  nearly  a  thous- 
and, that  the  wnr  would  make  them 
free,  and  that  they  could  remain  with 
him  or  go  where  tuey  pleased.  He 
was  a  personal  friend  of  Henry  Clay, 
whose  indebtedness,  which  amounted  to 
over  thirty  thousand  dollars,  Mr.  John- 
son is  said  to  have  canceled  without  Mr. 
Clay's  knowledge,  who  was  never  able 
to  ascertain  who  his  benefactor  was. 
He  was  at>out  eighty  years  of  age  when 
he  tlicd,  and  was  a  devoted  union  man 
up  to  the  hour  of  his  death. 

A  lawyer  in  Holidaysburg,  Pa.,  was 
employed  by  a  lady  to  make  her  will, 
in  which  shedi.sposed  of  about  $40,000, 
mostly  in  real  estate  in  New  York,  and 
judgments  against  parties  in  Phila<iel- 
phia  and  St.  Louis.  The  lawyei  was 
bequeathed  $10,000  on  condition  that 
be  at  once  collected  the  debts  and  turn- 
ed all  the  property  into  money.  After 
visiting  these  cities  in  a  fruitless  chase 
after  the  all«»ged  proper  y,  he  returned 
to  find  the  lady  was  a  lunatic  who  had 
a  monomania  for  bequeathing  property 
which  dhe  did  not  possess. 

The  Tfy  Times  says  that  a  few  days 
ago,  a  well  known  and  popular  writer 
on  one  of  the  city  pajters,  and  for  the 
preos  in  general,  sold  $1,159  in  gold.
